Information Disclosure Statement 

The references cited have been considered, and will be listed on any patent

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 8-12 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being Anticipated 
by Hampton (US patent No. 4,940062) (Hampton). 

With regard to claims 8-12 and 15-17 Hampton discloses (figures 1-12) a 
catheter steering device, comprising: a main body portion defining a proximal end and a 
distal end and including a malleable portion between the proximal and distal ends; a 
deflectable portion associated with the distal end of the main body portion and 
deflectable relative to the main body portion; and at least one operative element carried 
by the deflectable portion. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hampton (US patent No. 4,940062) (Hampton) in view of Pohndorf (US patent No. 
4848352) (Pohndorf). 

With regard to claims 13-14 Hampton discloses the catheter device as claimed in 
claim 8, However, Hampton does not disclose wherein the at least one operative 
element comprises electrodes. Pohndorf discloses a catheter with multiple electrodes. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to combine to steering catheter of Hampton with electrode 
sensor catheter disclosed by Pohndorf for measuring electrical signals in the body.
